During one of these 
ho gave another evidence of his remark- 
able vitality by taking holy communion 
during the celebration of mass in honor 
of the Madonna of the Carmelites. The 
ceremony wai held in the chnpcl adjoin- 
ing the sick room, the doors being open. 
It was a pathetically solemn event as by 
the -pope's request those participating 
besides Dr. Lapponi nnd Pio Contra in- 
cluded some of the trusted assistants, 
including five sweepers and two porters. 
The doctors are unable to announce def- 
initely when the next operation will be 
performed. 
They fear it may become

Horses under five years of age are 
more apt to sutler than seasoned, adult 
animals; hence should be worked light- 
ly during hot weather, a-s should new 
purchases and'horses being acclimated 
in a nevi'r locution. Indigestion, the com- 
mon forerunner of sunstroke, is indicat- 
ed by dullness, sluggishness, thick urine, 
panting at light labor, sweating in sta-

water, except every 


third day, when hot food will be served 
nt one meal. The abolition of tho end-

Money or power., he declare:!, 
was not the most to be desired, a good 
name rather than riches being of the 
most consequence.

change that estimate of the man, nor to 
revise that phophecy. 


I know of no on" more worthy iior 


life; that when the parent gets ahe 
child to firmly take hold of a high ideal 
of life tne battle is won, for that ideal 
will assist him to resist temptation. He 
said that we should not measure men 
and women by their material 
posses- 


sions, but by their display of manhood 
and 
womanhood. The ideal must 
be 


high above ns. Keeping ns looking up- 
ward all our lives and far enough in ad- 
vance of us to keep us strukkling toward 
it to the end. 


EICHES NOT EVERYTHING. 


There is a time to come when all ma- 


terial prosperity will be nothing and a 
good name better than riches. The ideal 
controls the life although circumstances 
may change it. It is a low ideal that 
one can hope to fully realize and it is 
an unfortunate thing for one to over- 
take his ideal, for then his progress 
stops. Plans may be changed by cir- 
cumstances, lower ambitions may be de- 
pendent upon conditions, but ones ideals 
arc more permanent. 


BRYAN'S THREE AMBITIONS. 


He illustrated how his own plans mid 


been changed without a change in his 
ideal. He said that he had three ambi- 
tions, the first was to be a Baptist min- 
ster, but he neglected that when he as- 
••ertained that he would have to be im- 
mersed. The second was to be a farm- 
er and raise pumpkins and his third am- 
bition was not to hold oflice but to he 
p. lawyer. He told of how he had mov- 
ed from Illinois to Nebraska to practice 
iaw. when everything 
in the western 


state was Republican. It was strange 
that there had been no change consider- 


tlie intelligence of the people. He 


told how he had been elected to eon- 
eress by a landslide. He had got to Ne- 
braska in just the right time. 


Mr. Brvan also gave some instances to 


show how the ideal dominated the life. 


It makes a great deal of difference," he 
aid. "both to the individual and to the 
community whether the individual is in- 
tent on absorbing as much as possib'e 
from the world or on giving as much (is 
possible to the world; whether he meas- 
ures life by its income or by its outgo." 
DENOUNCES FORTUNE HUNTERS. 


Sarcastically the speaker proceeded to 


discuss the domestic ideal and contract- 
ed the international marriages, where a 
fortune is exchanged for a title, with 
the 
marriages where two hearts 
are 


linked together and the two share the 
burdens as well as the joys of life. He 
said that the Indian who traded a pony 
for a squaw had in his opinion a higher 
ideal than the fortune hunting titled 
Europeans. 


CORRUPTION IN ELECTIONS. 


He also spoke 
of 
business 
ideals, 


touching upon the ideal of the merchant, 
the physician and tho lawyer. Then he 
discussed the political ideal in general, 
not taking the ideal man in politics, lor 
he might be thought to be personal, ilc 
touched upon having been in Delaware 
where votes were auctioneered off, be- 
ing knocked down to the highest biil'tler, 
some votes bringing $50. 
In that con- 


nection he spoke of Addicks, who had 
been trying for eight years to get en- 
tire control of the Republican machinery, 
and who had spr-nt as high as a quarter 
of million dollars in one campaign. The 
anti-Addieks party was formed to keep 
him out of the senate. The speaker snirt 
he was more distressed when he found 
the corruption had slopped over into

PEOPLE TO DECIDE.

The speaker 
declared 
the people | 


shoi;ul liiive what they desired. If it 
was their wish that the tariff should be 
made higher, well and good; 
if 
they 


wanted it still higher, up it should go; 
if they found it too high, it should be 
lowered. In the same way i.'i the people 
thought a double standard was the right 
thing, they should have the opportunity 
of seeing how they liked it. If they 
wished to make either gold or silver the 
predominating metal, they should have 
that 
chance. The people's wish must 


govern. 


He spoke of a new metal in existence 


of which there was only two pounds. If 
the people decided to give Morgan one 
pound and Rockefeller the other pound 
he was willing to do it and stand by the 
people. 


If the people wanted a few financiers 


to control everything he was willing 
that they should do it. He also touch- 
ed upon the initiative and referendum. 
He concluded -with a discussion of the 
national ideal, commending

CROP REPORT FAVORABLE 


Corn Has Made Good Growth—Hftyinsr De 


Iliyert in Wisconsin. 


WASHINGTON. July 14.—The 
wea- 


ther bureau's weekly summary of crop 
conditions is in part as follows: 


The temperature during the week end- 


ing July 13, was very favorable in all 
districts east of the Rocky Mountains 
and on the Pacific coast 


Corn has everywhere made splendid 


growth and is much improved though 
generally backward, and in portions of 
the upper Ohio Valley and Middle Atlan- 
tic states, is weedy. The first planted is 
now in tassel in the more northerly dis- 
tricts and a considerable part of the crop 
bus received final cultivation. 


The week has been very favorable for 


harvesting winter wheat which work is 
very largely completed, except 
the 


more northerly sections. Threshing bad 
made good progress and the reports in- 
dicate a light yield. There is an absence 
of injury to grain in stack and shock. 


Only a fair crop of apples is indicated 


in the most of the principal apple states, 
the most favorable reports being receiv- 
ed from Kansas and Iowa. 


Haying has been delayed by rains in 


Iowa. Wisconsin and southern 
Minne- 


sota, but elsewhere has made excellent 
progress. 
A heavy yield of clover and 


tin.bthy is being secured in the central 
valley 


In Kansas, Wisconsin and 'the south- 


ern part of South Dakota spring wheat 
is heading well ;uid very favorable re- 
ports arc received from Washington and 
Oregon. 


Considerable rust in cats is reported 


from Iowa, Missouri and Illinois and 


I lodging from South Dakota and Nortb- 
' ern Minnesota the crop is thin and head- 


ing short but continues promising in 
Nebraska,

These schools are doing good 


work in educating young people who 
live near a normal school and who, 
perhaps, could not stand the expense 
of going to Madison to live. The grad- 
uates of the normals do not teach at 
the cross-roads, as was expected, but 
are absorbed by the ward and other 
higher schools. Mo-eover, It appears 
that/school boards prefer university 
to normal graduates, though the lat- 
ter are supposed to be peculiarly fitted 
to teach. As supplemented .by the 
county normals, the output of trained 
teachers is growing, and in time there 
will be so many that some o£ them 
•will be forced to teach In the lower 
grades. Just as In Germany, there 
are BO meny nnlversity trained men 
that many are forced to take positions 
•that in America would be deemed too 
humble and inferior for an educated 
person.
